for distinguished services to the United States. 
Lael Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
2 tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 
3 That in order to provide suitable honor medals, crosses. and

{1 ing of the Secretary of State, the Secretary of War, the

tinguished citizen, to be selected and appomted by the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Goc. 2. That the two commissioners not in the service 
of the Government shall hold office for periods of four years 
and shall serve without salaries. 

Suc. 3. That the duties of the honor commission shall 
be to provide medals, crosses, or other insignia for the recog- 
nition of distinguished services, prepare regulations for the 
making of awards on the field of battle, on the sea, or else- 
where, and take all steps necessary to furnish duly approved 
insignia for bestowal according to the accepted regulations. 

Sec. 4. That all the regulations finally adopted by a 
two-thirds vote of members of the honor commission, and 
the designs for insignia accepted and adopted by a two- 
thirds vote of the commission, shall be submitted for approval 
to the President of the United States, the President of the 
Senate, the Speaker of the House of Representatives, the 
chairmen of the Committees on Military Affairs of the Senate 
aud House of Representatives, and the chairmen of the .Com- 
mittees on Naval Affairs of the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives; and when duly approved im writing by a 
majority of those officers of the United States Government 
and promulgated by the President the regulations of the

Seo. 5. That any person who receives, under the terms 
of the regulations of the honor commission, a decoration for 
gallantry or distinguished services shall be entitled to wear 
the msignia bestowed and to place after his or her name the 
initials that signify the character of the recognition that has 
been bestowed: and every person who. since August first. 
nineteen hundred and fourteen, has received. or in the 
future may receive, from the government of any foreign 
nation a medal. cross, ribbon, wreath, or other msignia of 
honor for gallantry or meritorious services of any kind may 
retain and wear the same under the rules governing its 
display; and all Acts or parts of Acts contrary to the letter 
or the spirit of this provision are hereby repealed.

A PLAIN TALK TO CONGRESS, ON JUSTICE TO TH

Beside the highly prized war medals, crosses and Legi i

medal looks like a joke; and as if to add a fine point to it, our existing Army regulations actuall 
forbid the wearing of any foreign decoration for gallantry by any man in our army, or who ciate 
our army! For sheer absurdity and rank injustice, can you beat that? Now as man to man 
oy ee aid do she mis the Sis of robbing an American aviator of his Cross of War, by stat- 
e law, whenever he elects to fight in our army under his own flag? } ; 
army regulations do today! ‘ So ees 
The basic idea of forbidding Americans to acce i i i 

sic ic pt and to wear foreign decorations is un- 
weeese timidity, no more and no less; and the time for mincing ee in regard to it has 
gone by. 

Every intelligent person must realize the great militar 

y value of war medals and crosses 
that are promptly bestowed on the field, before the act of heroism has grown cold and stale. 
The French government shrewdly puts forth much thought and effort in rewarding gallant serv- 
ices that go beyond the regular duties of the soldier. At this moment a million Frenchmen are 
ready to risk their lives to the utmost for the government whose generals in the presence of the 
army promptly pin upon the breast of the soldier the much coveted Croix de Guerre. Why are 
we so crude and slow in such matters? 

At frequent intervals we read, with thrills of pride, of the decoration by French Generals 
of American airmen, physicians, nurses and ambulance men; and usually the decorations are be- 
stowed so quickly after the event that our first news of the American exploit is merged in the 
news of the award. 

Where is the British soldier who would not willingly risk almost certain destruction for the 
government that bestows the world-renowned Victoria Cross, “for Valor’? And proud is the 
British soldier or sailor who finds printed after his name in the official lists the thrilling initials,

OUR PRESENT LAME SITUATION 


Saving only one war medal, the bestowal of which is by a comparatively slow and circuitous 
process, everything in the honor line which England and France possess, and use with fine effect, 
we lack! Are Americans satisfied with their far-backward position? 

It is not the business of the officers of our Army and Navy to devise and promote war hon- 
ors for themselves. To do so would be entirely beneath their dignity. Theoretically, a hero can 
not “apply” for a medal; but, strange to say, our army regulations today actually provide that 
soldiers may “make application” for the existing war medal! Is it not absurd, and humiliating? 

To provide war honors and tokens of appreciation for gallant services in war is the bounden 
duty of civilians. In our much-belated and now frantic preparations for the war that clearly 
loomed up ahead of us on the morning after the Lusitania horror, (May 8, 1915), this honor 
matter has been overlooked and neglected. Even when the bill now before the House was drawn 
and passed in the Senate, it would seem that no one gave careful and adequate thought to the 
matter. We know that this is true, because had serious thought been bestowed upon that sub- 
ject, the bill would not have been quite so horribly inadequate as it now is. Why, it does not 
even mention the U. S. Navy or Marine Corps! It provides only for the “Army”! ! Even the 
Secretary of the Navy had been kept in ignorance of this feature until we brought it to his atten- 
tion on September 21! 


WHY WE ACT 


I have taken up this war honor matter because no one else has done so in an adequate way. 
Up to date I represent the duty of American citizens to the two million soldiers, airmen, sail- 
ors, marines and Red Cross men and women who in a very short time will be risking their 
lives on the battlefields of Europe, in the presence of the most brutal foe and the dirtiest fighters 
that the “civilized” world has known in 400 years. 

I am telling Congress why I am promoting this cause; not apologizing for my enlistment 


in it. This duty has been put upon me by the negligence of others. 


For four weeks I have been working to get things started in the right direction, at both 


ends of the Capitol. I expected quick appreciation, and enthusiastic cooperation. Neither Sen- 
ate nor House is now overworking. In fact, things are rather quiet down there. And how have 


my efforts been received? 


APATHY IN CONGRESS 


Thus far I have encountered nothing but apathy, indifference, and stone walls of Se 
I have not been able to secure sympathy or cooperation from any one member of either House! 
It looks as if neither Senate nor House cares one rap whether this matter receives proper atten- 
tion or not. There are certain Committees and Chairmen whose business it 1s,— by virtue of 
their positions,— to attend to this matter, and all others like it; and to them I have insistently 
appealed. Have they responded to this call? Not on your life! Not one of them! 

This matter has been treated with as much indifference and silence as if I were asking for 
a pension for myself of $5,000 a year! 

The Washington Post (of September 17) and the New York Tribune of September 20 
printed my letter and my draft for a bill; which certainly brought the matter before every mem- 
ber of Congress present in Washington between those dates. I have asked, both by publication 
and by letters, that the war medal bill now before the House (Union Calendar No. 56) shall be 
recalled by the Committee on Military Affairs, for further consideration, and that a hearing upon 
it then be granted without delay. There are many good men in New York and elsewhere who 
gladly will attend such a hearing, and ask for comprehensive action. 


THE ROAD TO GOOD RESULTS 


After thirty years of experience in the creation of new foundations,— including several 
kinds of honors for services, ranging all the way from paper certificates to gold medals,— it is 
perfectly clear to me that the end desired can best and most easily be secured through an honor 
commission, created by Congress. To attempt to settle all the details of the matter in a Con- 
gressional bill would involve endless discussion, and the revision and trevision of every proposal 
and detail, with the certainty of prolonged delay and very doubtful results. The necessity for 
prompt action and a quick finish is a prime factor. 

A properly constituted honor commission, composed of the government officers most direct- 
ly concerned in the success of the whole undertaking, would provide for an adequate study of 
existing conditions, a survey of what has been done by other nations, and finally, the formula- 
tion of a plan of foundation that would be at least equal to the best in existence elsewhere. 

When a comprehensive plan has been evolved, it should be submitted to those high officers 
of Congress most closely connected with the subject; and when finally approved by a majority 
of them, and by the President, a presidential proclamation should be the only thing necessary 
to turn on the motive power of statute law. 

All this work cannot be accomplished entirely without expense. The trifling expenditures 
necessary to the business of the Commission can be met by a fund of $5,000, while another $5,000 
will produce, in the United States Mint, a supply of dies, presses and insignia sufficient for the 
next ten years, or longer. 


SEVERAL GRADES OF SERVICES AND AWARDS 


Let no friend of the Army, Navy or Red Cross make the mistake of believing that two war 
medals, or even twice that number, will be sufficient for the acknowledgment of the gallant serv- 
ices that will be rendered to our government and to our nation, even during the next twelve 
months. Every person charged with the award of honors over a wide field, and covering sev- 
eral branches of service, soon comes up against the hard fact that even in heroism and achieve- 
ment there are many grades and classes. There is a personal heroism in combat and capture ; 
there is heroism in leadership; there is the reward for the high command that wins great battles 
or great campaigns; and there is the valor of the doctors, the nurses and the ambulance men 
who risk their lives day in and day out, through hurricanes of bursting shells, in caring for 
wounded men. The cold courage that can go unarmed through a field of fire and death to suc- 
cor suffering men is of just as high order as is that of the armed trench fighter who is inspired 
to combat by the savage joy of getting in his work on a hated enemy. . 


HONOR AWARDS TO CIVILIANS 


And furthermore. The man who can not go to the front, but who gladly lays a supreme 
sacrifice on the altar of his country, a sacrifice of great value in a trying hour, is HOt to sa des- 
pised nor forgotten by a grateful people. During this war hundreds on civilians will render 
services to the nation that the nation should not ignore.

So that the customers of this Company may be informed in detail as to the 
requirements of this order, we beg to bring to your attention the fact that it is 
issued by the Fuel Administrator under authority of an executive order of the 
President of the United States, dated the 23d day of August, 1917, appointing 
said Administrator, and in furtherance of the purpose of said order and of the 
act of Congress therein referred to and approved August 10, 1917. 


Until further or other order of the United States Fuel Administrator and 
subject to modification hereafter from time to time and at any time, the order 
requires and directs as follows:

ting, producing, or supplying electricity, or supply or use electricity generated or pro- 
duced, in whole or in part, by the consumption of coal, for theJpurpose of providing, 
maintaining, lighting, or operating, before the hour of 7:45 P. M., or after the hour of 
11 P.M.., electrically illuminated or display advertisements, notices, announcements, signs, 
designation of the location of an office or place of business or of the nature of any busi- 
ness, electric searchlights, or (external) illumination or ornamentation of any building 
except in the interior of buildings, and except as in special cases hereinafter further or 
otherwise provided or limited, namely: 

(a) This order shall not apply to the United States Government, the govern- 
ment of any Commonwealth or State of the United States, or,to any city, county, 
town, or other governmental subdivision in any such Commonwealth or State; 


(b) This order shall not apply to the maintenance of street lights by any city 
or town or within any city or town under a contract with the officials thereof for such 
maintenance, or to the maintenance of any lights for any purpose by, or in com- 
pliance with orders of, any public authorities; 


(c) Electric signs affixed to the street fronts of buildings over the street en- 
trances thereof or over the street entrances to stores, shops, or other places of busi- 
ness therein, or extending therefrom over the sidewalks, for the purpose of announc- 
ing the name or business of a retail shop or store, or the name and location of a 
theatre or other place of amusement or of a hall or other place of public assembly, 
together with the name of the play or other entertainment given therein, or of the 
purpose of any public assembly to be held therein, as the case may be, may be lighted 
or illuminated or operated by electricity, generated or produced by the use of coal, 
during the period from one-half hour after sunset until such time, not later than 
11:00 o’clock in the evening at which time in the case of a place of business the same 
is closed for the conduct of business therein in the same manner and to the extent 
that such business is conducted therein during the day-time business hours, and 
in the case of places of amusement and public assembly hereinbefore referred to 
until one-half hour after the time fixed for the beginning of an entertainment or of the 
meeting or other public assembly, as the case may be: Provided that the size of 
any such sign and the amount of electricity needed to operate and illuminate the 
same shall be reduced at any time upon direction of the State Fuel Administrator 
of the State within which such sign is located ; 


(d) This order shall not apply to porch lights upon houses or hotels, or 
at the entrances to buildings occupied or open for ingress or egress during the night- 
time, or to lights upon private driveways, walks, or in the grounds, of any hotel, 
manufacturing establishment, or residence, or upon the platform of railroad stations, 
approaches thereto, or in railroad yards or grounds, or to lights to mark the location 
of fire escapes or exits, or to lights for any similar purposes when authorized by any 
State Fuel Administrator of the State within which such lights are located: Pro- 
vided, however, that the number and power of any such lights, by this paragraph 
(d) permitted, shall be reduced at any time upon direction of the State Fuel Admin- 
istrator of the State within which such buildings or grounds are located; 


(e) Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the length of time, fixed by 
agreement or otherwise, between any person and a State Fuel Administrator, for 
which any such sign or illumination may be displayed or operated. 


2. The State Fuel Administrators within the several States are hereby directed 
and authorized to see that the provisions of this order are observed and carried out with- 
in their Several States, to report violations thereof to the United States Fuel Adminis- 
trator, and to recommend to the United States Fuel Administrator action to be taken 
by him with respect to the sale, shipment, distribution, and apportionment of coal to the 
corporations, associations, partnerships, or persons so found to be acting in violation 
of this order.

Dear Sir: 


Because of the fact that no one else seemed to be attending to the 
watter, I felt compelled to take upon myself the burden of making a campaign 
in Congress for the passage of a bill to provide adequately for war honors 
for American soldiers, sailors, marines and members of the Red Crosse service. 
I began my campaign last summer, before Congress adjourned, end Representative 
liurrey Hulbert of New York introduced my bill. 


I write you for the purpose of inviting the American Nunismatic Society 
to enter actively into this campaign, «nd support my bill for the creation of 
an honor commiesion that will place the whole enterprise on a broad and solid 
foundetion. I know of no organization which could so understandingly or so 
effectively promote this cause as your Society, and I earnestly hope that you 
and your colleagues will be willing to take up a share of this burden. 


From my long years of work with Congrees in securing legislation for 
the protection of wild life , I have been led to believe myself competent to 
plan and to handle this matter; otherwise I would not have undertaken it. It 
seers to me like a very simple proposition, and several important newspapers 
have heartily endorsed it. 


In brief, my bill provides for the creation of en honor commissiony 
which shall have the power to consider the whole subject, take testimony, obtain 
information, opinions and advice from sll sources worth considering, then 
formulate a plan which, when approved and promulgated by the President, will 
heave full warranty of law. I am firmly convinced that it would be not only 
unwise, but utterly useless, to attempt to influence Congress into an effort 
to take testimony and settle all the details of such an enterprise as this in 
one congressional bill. 


The bill which pasged the Senate last year and is now before the 
House,may be cited as # fair example of what Congrese is likeiy to do in such 
matters if the details are left with that body. The bill referred to provides 
in a most limp and inadequate way for a sort of understudy to the existing 
honor medal of the army, in the shape of a "Distinguished Service” medal, 
available only to officers and men of the army/ It provides nothing whatever 
for the navy, msrine corpe or the Ked Cross service.

Vihen I called Secretary Daniels’ attention to the omission of the whole naval 
service, he immediately sent a letter of protest to the House Committee on 
Military Afrairs. The proper remedy ie to have the bill referred back to 
the Military Affaire Committee, and the Hulbert bill substituted for it. 


Thus far I have been financing this campaign myself; but I cannot 
attora to continue to the end on thet basis. The contributions to war 
causes which I nave made, sand must make in the future, render it impossible 
for me to provide the $250 or $300 that ehortly will be necessary to pay 
the very modest expenses of this campaign. To cover the cost of printing, 
postage and necessary expenses in traveling to Washington to work for the 
bill, I need a fund of about $300; and I must find some organization or per- 
son who feels SE Na oe interest in the subject to furnish the sinews of 


war, 


I beg you to bring this whole matter before your Society and ask 
that this letter be considered as a formal requeet for cooperation, and 
also for financial assistance with the campaign.

44y reason for writing to you is the reading of an 
editorial in the New York Times of Wednesdsy, November 2list, in 
which you appenr es having prepared a bill for war honors come 
mission, May I trouble you to send me in the enclosed stamped 
envelope a copy of this bill which I understend Congressman 
Hurlburt hasintroduced® In this editorial of Wednesday I find 
much made of the Victoria Cross and the distinguished service 
order of the British Army. To my amazement not one word is 
said about the Congressional Medal of Honor of our army and 
navy, the hardest medal to win in the whole world. 


Tt does not seem possivie that the editor of such an 
influential paper as the New York Times can be ignorant of the 
existence of this medal and the rigid rules governing its award.

Much has been said about the Victoria Cross and how the

i thank you very much for sending me a copy of your letter to Hon. 
#urray Hulbert, and also Mr. Herbert Adave’ letter to you. This gives me an 
Opportunity to state my reasons for drafting the bill as it now appears, 


During & long series of experiencee in the procuring of legislation 
through Congress, I have endeavored to wake a careful study of the views of that 
body, und especially the chairmen of conmitteses. i have found that in mattere 
which affected only one departuent, Congress sometimes will empower the officials 
of that departuent to formulate regulations that take on the effect of stattute 
law. I have particularly in mind the reguletions for the enforcesent of the 
migratory bird law as framed and promulgated by the Secretary of Agriculture. 
Those undertakings do not in any way affect any other executive departuent, and 
therefore the vailing is quite plain. 


it seamed to mo fairly to be out of the question to rely upen Congress 
to settle the whole business of war honore and their method of award im one bill 
endeavoring to cover all details. The ramifications of the subject are too 
numerous, snd the chances of anendmentse that would be Geadly would be altogether 
teo great. it seened imperative to place the matter in the hands of a commission 
with power to act. 


in reviewing the situation it was perfectly clear that a war honor 
measure would affect three of the great executive departuents,-ar, Navy and 
State,- and that to ignore the heeds of those departuents in the settlenent of 
the matter and the laying of the foundation, would be nost uawise. For this 
reason it ecemed imperative that the Secretaries of Yar, Navy and State should 
be brought in as commissioners, with full powers. This disarme what otherwise 
would be o world of suspicion and objection, because it opese up the whole sub- 
ject to every officer in the army and navy who might desire to be heard. 


Un the other hand, it did not seam to me practicable to bring in the 
Commission of Fine Arte av a body, and it alvo svemed to we desirable that there 
should be brought in the civilian organization of the United States which repre- 
eents the last word on all questions relating to art. Having three commissioners 
from the executive branch of the government, 211 those with whom I edvised thought 
it would be best to bring im the lintional Acadeny of beeign through the i resident 
of that body, which was done. . 
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Now, inaenuch ae lr. Herbert Adame is a member of the Commission of Fine 
Arts, he has abundant opportunity to represent all the views of that Commission, 
and I regard it as a fortunate circumstance that one individual would really 
represent both of those arbiters of questions relating to fine arte. 


Already one Senator has criticized the commisecion se named in the Hulbert 
bill om the ground that it is “too large”, and he thought that two of the persons 
provided for should be dropped. Yor what I consider to be good rensons, I om 
firm for their retention. . 


Se far ae the lesding newspapers of the country have been heard from, 
they are united in expressing the belief that. Congrese should act immediately on 
the matter of provising war honors and insignia thet will bring thie nation 
ebreast of the practice of the moet advanced nations of our allies. The question 
is, are the American people sufficiently wide awake and sufficiently enter- 
prising to induce Congress to put this matter through promptly and in a business- 
like manner. Waturally I am sfraid of a multitude of diverse opinions and pro- 
posals, and I am prepared to ell parties interested to join on one plain, 
straightforvard platform which surely promises, first of all, a full consideration 
of the subject from all pointe, the hearing of all opinions, and finelly quick 
action. 


To thie end I now beepenk the support of the Commiseion of Fine Arts.

i an very glad to heur from you, and to know that you are keenly 
interested in the pending legislation relating to war honors for the army and 
navy. Appreciating all the circumstances ss you do, your help will be very 
valuable, 


First let me express the belief that anong the editors of the great news- 
papers of iiew York the existence of the Congressionel medal of honor ie ae well 
known se the Waehington Konument. Of course, however, the whole subject cannot 
be covered in an editorial, and the editors are unable to devote more space to 
the subject than what ie barely sufficient to set forth the need for wore medale 
and honors, and quick methods in their bestowel. Even as a civilisn I have known 
for many years of the Congressional nedal of honor, but I nust say that it hae 
seemed to me that its method of award was very cumbersome and unsatisfactory, 
ang Ll think go still. What ia your view on this point! 


Io think that if « medal ie awarded at all for gallant services, it should 
be awarded promptly upon ihe rendering of that service, and with sove degree of 
enthusiaem, the way the French do it. We ean learn many leesons from the French 
in the awarding of war honors. ‘The medals and crosses that they have are certainly 
worth 10,000 uien to tneir army, 


1 a not yresily concerned about the respective standing of medals that 
are awarded for bravery. TO me any medel or cross that is awarded for bravery - 
in perilous action ie a greet thing, and I am sure that any soldier or sailor 
or, for that patter, any civilian in tiie nospital service who receives one will 
prize it as much ae if it were the highest. Gur military and naval forces now 
have grown 90 huge that we must take tuis whole business tore seriously, and try 
to get it in line with the practice of nodern nations. 


As you will see, tho Hulbert bill (which is ehown in full on page 4 of 
the enclosed circular), proposes the creation of an honor commission which, in 
its composition, will be above suspicion; and before that commission any person 
interested in medals could go and make known his views while the invest! gation 
work is being conducted. i think it would be a mistake to try to have the whole 
Batter dettled, detaile and all, in one congressional bill, because the result 
would surely be unsatisfactory to a great many people. A matter so big cannot 
be handled in that way in 9 body containing over 500 men from all parts of the 
United States, many of whom never have given 2 thought to war medals,

ur. Hulbdert's bill was drawn most earefully for the purpose of providing 
the very broad foundation that is necessary in making adequate provision for the 
various classes of individuals who now are serving the United States government 
in connection with the present war. 


Ap attempt to draft a comprehensive plan into one Congressional bill was . 
a failure, though I hasten to add that thie attempt was not made by ir. Hulbert. 
The points to be considered are so very numerous, and the detaile to be provided 
for are also so numerous, it seems like an impossibility to make any Congressional 
bill cover the whole ground. Moreover, it ie my opinion that to interject into 
Congrese a bill covering thie complex subject in detail would involve diecussions 
and snendments that would be practically enclese, end very likely to end in re- 
sults far removed from the wishes of the sponsor in the case. 


A great many persens who have carefully examined the Hulbert bill now 
believe that by the provision of an honor commission, composed chiefly ef the 
high government officers who are most closely connected with the conduct of the 
war, the whole subject could be thrashed out intelligently and comprehensively 
in guick time, and finally placed on e legal basis. 


The Hulbert bill hae received the editorial endorsement of and strong 
support of a number of the leading newspapers of our country, representing New 
York, New England, Minneapolis, Denver, Seattle and Houston, Texas. The bill has 
also been formally endorsed and espoused by the American Nunismatic Society and 
the American Defense Society.

I am strongly of the opinion tit the bill that came over from the 
Senate and now is on the Union Calendar as No. 56, providing for a distinguished 
service medal as a sort of understudy to the existing Congressional medal of 
honor should be withdrawn, because it is so very inadequate for the purpose now 
to be served, and I think that the Hulbert bill should be substituted for it. 
I imagine that when thie very important subject comes up in Congress for considera- 
tion, no one will wish to see it disposed of on a one-quarter adequate basis, or 
om any other basis save one which shall be fully equal to the practice of Great 
Britain and Francs. i wm quite familiar with the policy now being pursued by 
Great Britain, and it is this knowledge which makes me feel like areins a compre- 
hensive basis.

Yesterday I received a very disquieting note from wy representa- 
tive in Washington, Mr. Elliott, of which I mailed you a copy.for your informa- 
tion. The enclosed copy of letter to Senator Hitchcock which I have just 
mailed to him, will tell you what I think of the question raised by Senator 
Hitchcock's attitude, as reported to us.

He has championed several causes of mine in Congress, and he was 
one of the ablest supporters of the cause of the fur seal six year ago. 


In view of the delay that is ensuing about the introduction of the 
Hulbert bill in the Senate, I withdraw ny suggestion to delay the sending of 
your letter to members of the Senate, and urge that it be despatched, just as you 
had planned to do when sending it to the members of the House. It will serve a 
good purpose in staking tur claims in the Senate. 


I have not yet received the copiasof the new Congressional Directory, 
but the membership of the House and Senate is the same, except for deceased mem- 
bers. Senator Harry Lane of Oregon is no longer living, but I do not remember 
the name of hie successor.

HOUSE TO ACT 
ON WAR MEDALS 


Soldiers’ Rights to Accept For- | 
eign Decorations Will Be 
Decided..

Washington, Dec. 15.—The question 
of whether the American soldier, serv- 
ing with conspicuous gallantry on the 
battlefields of Europe, is to be permit- 
ted to receive military decorations 


from the allied Governments is to be 
settled at this session of Congress, 


Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, introduced a bill at the 
last session which permits American} 
citizens who have’ received, since Au- | 
gust, 1914, decorations or medals for | 
distinguished service in the armies or 
in connection with the field service of 
those nations engaged in war against 
the Imperial German Government, to} 
wear such medals on decorations on 
entering the military or naval servic 
of the United States. 

The bill was amended to provide 
that any officer or enlisted man of 
the military or naval forces of the 
United States is authorized to accept 


and. wear any medal or decoration 
heretofore bestowéd or that may here- 
after, during the war, be bestowed by 
the Government of any of the nations 
now engaged with the United States 
in war against Germany. 

Late in the session the bill was 
ealled up in the Senate by unanimous 
consent and passed without debate or 
division. It is now on the calendar 
as unfinished business in the House. 

The two views of the question are 
recorded in the statements of Senator 
Saulsbury, president pro tem. of the 
Senate, who drew the amendment to 
the Lodge bill, and Senator Lee S. 
Overman, of North Carolina, chairman 
of the Committee on Rules, who holds 
an old-fashiofied view.

: The above is far from reaesuring, because I have from the very beginning peint — 
Grae ed out to Mr. Dent the utter inadequacy of Senate bill Ne.1720 (Union Calendar 
mre of the House No, 56). But this makee no impression whatever on the mind of ur. 

Dent er, for that matter, upon the mind of anyone in the House to whom the subject 
has been mentioned. As you see by Mr. Dent's letter, there is a perfectly fixed 
determination in the House Committee on Uilitary Affairs to try to amend thet very 
stupid bill. Now, if that idea is persisted in and action of that xind is really 
taken, it will be nothing short of a calamity, because it will lead Congress to 
believe that the subject of war honors is being adequately handled, whersas the 
eurface of it will be no more than scratched. 


I beg you to insist upon it that Senate bill 1720 be referred beck to the 

House Committee on Military Affaire for further consideration so that it can 
come up on ite merits (if it has any) whenever « hearing is held. The House 
Committee naturally is averse te recalling a bill which it once has favorably re- 
ported; and in case it will net recall the bill, then the bill should be defeated.

Fancy passing a bill at thie time for « distinguished service medal which doos 
not even mention the men of the navy and marine corpe or the hospital eervice: 
That ie a good measure of the character of that bill. Secretary Daniele did not 
even knew of the existence of the bill or of its character in ignoring the navy, 
until I wrote to him and pointed it out, and then he wrote hurriedly te Chairman 
Dent requesting that the navy be mentioned in the bill by an anendment. 


All these things show you the slip-ehed manner in which this subject is 
peing treated. 


Having heard that Representative Medill AicCormick is now interested in war 
heners and proposes to introduce a bill, I wrote to him celiing attention to 
your pill and asking him to support it.

I have received from Mir. Baker, Secretary of War, a letter 
which has given re a slight shock, snd 1 transnit it to you by enclosing 
» copy of it for your information. I siso enclose a copy of my proposed 
reply, and I submit this for the consideration of yourself and the 
Nunismatic Society, and for criticisms and conments and suggestions 
before I eend it away. I have taken time to think over the matter, and 
my last thought is precisely like my first one. I think that General 
Pershing has thrown a monkey wrench into the machinery by advancing an 
utterly inadequate proposal. I think he has done the cause harm instead 
of good, and that 4 hie reason is a fear that the honor commiseion 
if created, will do something to take the awarding of honore out of his 
nands, 


I wrote to General Pershing last fall and eent him a copy of the 
huibert bill, seking his comments and his approval. The only anewer that 
I received wae 2 brief note from his secretary, stating that he had written 
to the Secretary of War regarding the matter. His letter to the Secre- 
tary of War undoubtedly was prompted hy the recejpt of my circular and a 
copy of our bill. Uf course you and I know that the General's fears are 
entirely unfounded, for no one has dresmed that any honor commission in 
its Senses would do anything else than place the awarding of war honors 
in the hande of the senerals and adnirals. 


. I sui keeping close watch on the work of the Militery Affairs Com- 
mittee of the House, through my friend ur, Hlliott, and the Conmittee is

Your letter of January 11 ie the firet manifestation of real 
interest in the development of war honors that I have received directly from 
any one connected with our Government. The frigid apathy that our cause has 
encountered hes been to me a great surprise, and mystery, nnd a greater dis- 
appointment. Really, it esens as if no one south of New York caree in the 
least for an adequate foundation. : 

The war honors development seems fated to win only the most hasty and 
trivial attention. Of the six bills now before Congress, only one even 
attempts a broad and comprehensive foundation; and to that every pereon in 
Congress and in the executive departrents seems utterly indifferent. 


And now cones General Pershing with another inadequate proposal. I 
charitably conclude thet the General does not know that the scope and exigen- 
cies of the war have compelled England to establish a series of ten war 
honors, in order to cover tittingly and beconingly special services in ten 
lince of war endeavor. The series is ae follows: 


Victoria Crose. wilitary Wedal. 

Distinguished Service Uraer. Meritorious Service Medal. 
military Croes Naval Distinguiehed Service Wedal. 
Royal Hed Cross Naval Distinguiehed Service Cross, 
bistinguished Conduct iiedal Congpicuous Galiantry Medal. 


If President Wilson has the leisure to devote hours and days of time 
and effort to studying thie subject, and mastering ite detaile, then when he 
has done so he will be able to xct intelligently; but otherwise he should not 
be expected to do eo.

The Croix de Guerre was created by the legislative action of 
the Chamber of Deputies, approved by the Senate, but the bill was proposed by the 
administration. 

According to our conception, a president can not create a medal or as we 
say "decoration." It is proposed by the minsitry, approved by the president, 
passed by the two houses and then signed by the president. In fact, now, these 
decorations are given by an order or diploma signed by the president, but 
originated by the G. 0. C. of each army. 

A president can not create an order, but a king can: this is the reason why 
the King of Egland has created new medals since the war; and before him, all 
medals were created by the King or Queen Victoria or others, but not by the 
British parliament. The reason of this is that these modals are still created 
under the definiton of the older medals, which are the insignia of orders, like 
the Garter, whose members are theoretically members of an order of chivalry, and the 
King is their Great N@ster,. 

In France, the Ordre Nationale de la Legion d'Honneur was created by | 
N&époleon, (all previous orders had been abolished) who was the Fmperor; therefore 
he was Great Master of the order, which contained a definite number of members- 
now this number is fixed by a law of the parliament- the President is, ipso facto, 
the Grand M@itre of the Order. But no one is promoted unless the Grand 
Chancellor and his council have approved the nomination. It is for that min@sters 
have recommended, even the president has recommended men not to get the medal, but to 

be nominated a member o” the order; but in certain cases the Grand Chancellor has 
refused to countersign the nomination, and it was not done. But, coming back to 
your case, a war medal is not an order, but an insignia showing tha bravery.
